THE TOBACCO CASE. 

Tho charge of theft again C. H. Kane, 
clork in the omploy of tho British American 
Tobacco Company, was continued in the 
Criminal Scusions this morning before His 
Lordship Sir Francis Piggott (Chief Jus- 
tice) and o jury. 

Mr Calthrop (for the defence) addressed 
the jury, pointing out that tho tobacco the 
prisoner was accused of slealing formed 
part of a series of consignmonts, invoiced 
at $760, kent to Hongkong from America. 
The tobacco on being landed here was do- 
posited in a godown, a certiicnte of Innd- 
ing was obtained, n dechration of tho, 
landing of the tobacco was mado before 
the American Consul—then’ the tobacco 
was takon to, West Point andburnt. Could 
it be imagined, asked defendant's counsel, 
tht the tabneco had any ral commervial 
value when if left the States?
